Victoria Colonist: Mr. Isaac Cowie, sec- 
retary of the Edmonten hoard of trade, is 
paying an efficial visit to the coast with a 
view to furthering the interests of trade be- 
tween the Edmonton district and its natural 
markets in British Columbia. He spent 
yesterday in Victoria, conferring with the 
officials of the board of trade here, and he 
made the prospects of the British Pacific 
railway the subject of special inquiry. Mr.

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ABERDEEN AND TUPPER. 

The eastern papers almost without 
exception have devoted considerable 
space to the discussion of ‘the corres- 
pondence between Lord Aberdeen and 
Sir Charles Tupper, which was laid on 
the table of the House of Commons last 
In almost every instance

the governor-general is 
for his course in the matter, and we 
cannot see how any other view could 
be taken. The letter of His Excellency 
is clear and concise and shows that he 
had well and carefully considered the 
position before he wrote it. One fact 
should be borne in mind in regard to 
the present representative. of Her 
Majesty in Canada. He has under- 
gone a special training for the position 
he now occupies, During his law course 
he made careful study of constitutional 
law, aud he has had an _ honorable 
and varied career in the service of the 
Ewpire which has. given him the best 
training necessary to qualify him in a 
marked degree for the high position he 
now holds. In his letter to Sir Charles 
Tupper he points out that the yovern- 
ment was formed when no parliament 
existed, or could exist, that his own 
appointment and that of his colleagues 
had not received the sanction of the 
peopie, that it appeared the elections 
had left them ina hopeless minority,and 
therefore, they would probably fail to 
secure the support of the House of 
Commons. Under those circumstances 
he looked upon their acts as being in 
‘an unusual degree provisional. And 
as the powers of an administration, un- 
doubtedly full and unrestricted, must 
surely always be used with discretion, 
their exercise wouid seem to be rightly 
limited under such circumstances as the 
present to the transaction of all neces- 
sary public business, while it is a 
further duty to avoid all acts which 
may embarrass the succeeding govern- 
his statement of Lord Aber- 
deen’s was twisted by Sir_Charles, who 
attempted to prove from it that the gov- 


ment.” 


ernor-general was identifying himself 
with the liberal party, but all who have 
read the correspondence will see at once 
that what His Excellency was identify- 
ing himself with, was the rights of the 
Canadian people, and instead of over- 
riding the constitution he has taken the 
best: course for carrying out the constitu- 
tion in the truest and best sense. The 
present freedom of the British con- 
stitution has only been reached through 
many hard fought struggles between 
the people and monarchs who desired 
absolute power, and our present rulers 
are so much at one with the people, 
that they are as ready to defend our 
constitution as their subjects are. In 
spite of all the precedents quoted from 
Todd’s parliamentary companion and 
other sources, Lord Aberdeen has 
laid down a precede:.t which we veature 
to believe will be a guide for any 
future governor-general under similar 
circumstances, Apart from the justice 
of Lord Aberdeen’s course, it will be 
gratifying to the people of Canada for 
other reasons. The fact that the 
minutes of council submitted to the 
governor-general for his approval con- 
tained no less thau 453 appointments 
from judges and senators down to the 
lower branches of the civil service, 
proves that the “provisional” govern- 
ment were determined if possible to 
secure their friends and party heelers 
before handing over the seals of office, 
and Sir Charles Tupper refers, in justi- 
fication of his attempt to make these 
appointments, to the fact that Hon. 
Mr. Mackenzie, after his defeat in 1878 
secured the approval of Lord Dufferin 
to 82 appointments. (It is wonderful 
how many precedents were created dur- 
ing the term of Mr. Mackenzie’s ad- 
ministration.) Many of the lawyers 
whose names were on Sir Charles 
Tupper’s list of proposed Q. C’s were 
surprised to find themselves included in 


the list and the very fact of the list 
having been hung up proves that very 
little discrimination was used in com- 
piling it. It is humiliating to think 
that the highest dignitaries in the 


political life of our country should have 
their time wasted in the discussion of 


the conduct of civil servants of the 
crown, and until the Canadian “system 


is made the same as the English there 


will be repetitions of the present 
friction. While judgeships, senator- 
ships and similar -.igh appointments re- 
quiring special lifelong traiaing should 
properly be made by the existing 
premier, who presumably would always 
appoint the ablest man to any such 
position, there can be no doubt that 
the rank and file of the civil service 
should be taken out of the hands of 
either party. The higher positions 
should be filled by promotions and the 
lower divisions should be all filled by 
the most competent young men after 
public examinations in the same way as 
appointments are made to the lower 
division, clerkships, customs and excise 
in Great Britain. An age limit for 
these examinations should be fixed. 
In England the limit is frora 17 te 22 
for the lower divison clerkships, and 17 
to 25 for the revenue service. These 
men are all enabled to feel that their 
positions have been won by their own 
merit, and will be retained to them as 
long as they maintain their efficiency 
and do their duty, irrespective of parties 
and politics. Such asystem introduc- 
'ed into Canada would make the civil 
service more efficient and remove the 
degrading influence of party politics 
from the public offices. In the best 
interests of the country somethIng 
should be done to prevent a recurrence 
of the seenes recently enacted at 


Ottawa.

THE ESTIMATES. 

The Dominion estimates for the year 
ending 30th June, 1887, are to hand, 
and we find $50,000 included for a 
‘bridge across the Saskatchewan at 
Edmonton, N. W. T.”. The amount 
down for immigration is $130,000; 
Northwest mounted police $530,000 ; 
for the government of the Northwest 
Territories, $242,879 for grants to 
schools, clerical assistance, printing, 
&c., to be paid half yearly in advance, 
and $66,480 for other expenses. 
For the Indian affairs in Manitoba and 
the Northwest the amount set down is 
$768,700.52 and fer the 
survey $67,000, included in this last 
amount is the sum of $7000 for con- 
tinuation of artesian boring in the 
Northwest Territories, an increase of 
$3,042.03. The estimates are arranged 
in columns showing increases and de- 
creases in comparison with amounts 
voted for year ending June 30th, 1866.

CANADA FIRST AND LAST. 


Vancouver World: Hon. Charles 
Fitzpatick, the solicitor-general, in the 
Laurier administration, made potential 
remarks on the address in the House 
of Commons. We are told that he 
speaks with feeling, which is the true 
source of eloquence, and his demeanor 
and moderation alike commend him to 
his audience. Recalling the tone of 
the speeches of the leaders he said that 
they did not appear to realize that the 
new government had come to stay. He 
expressed admiration at the sight of 
the venerable Sir Charles Tupper, as 
he asked perrnission to call him, leaving 
high office ‘to enter the strife of an 
election, but it had been suggested to 
him that Sir Charles had done that 
before in 1891, and it occurred to him 
that Sir Charles was fighting for the 
flesh pots, and the solicitor-general 
left fit to be inferred that this selfish 
interest diminished his admiration for 
the old war horse materially. Dealing 
with Sir Charles Tupper’s choice of 
cabinet colleagues in Quebec, Mr. 
Fitzpatrick said that they might here- 
after have to deal with the resignation 
of Senator Desjardins and Senator 
Angers. Thereby hung a tale, and 
he hinted rather ambiguously that if 
the matter was gone into certain re- 
velations would be made not at all 
creditable to the gentlemen named. 
Mr. Fitzpatrick probably knows what 
a great many of us know as to the sale 
of « senatorial office for hard cash, and 
as to the sale of a public office to boot. 
Taking up the question of the fiscal

mood.» When they had investgated 
ihe diverse interests affected, and 
when a conclusion was reached, a 
measure~ would be founded upon it 
of a permanent cnaracter and assur- 
ance would be given that the tariff 
would not be tinkered with on the eve 
of every general election. Protection 
would be meted cut not cnly to the 
coal barons and the cotton lords and 
the sugar kings, and the frequenters 
of the red parlor, but also to the toilers 
in our fields, in our mires, and in our 
workshops, and when that measure was 
finally passed it would be found that 
Canadian interests were carefully guard- 
ed, without reference to class legisla- 
tion. Mr. Fitzpatrick devoted con- 
siderable attention to the province of 
Quebec and the reasons why that pro- 
vince supported Mr. Laurier in the late 
elections. He referred to the Mani- 
toba school question and went into the 
history which immediately preceeded 
the introduction of the remedial bili, 
which, he said, had been kept in abey- 
ance to be used at the last moment as a 
cloak to cover the appeals to fanaticism 
and prejudice which they intended to 
make. In no instance, he said, were 
our political institutions better under- 
stood than in the province of Quebec, 
and in no province did the political 
pendulum oscillate so freely. In proof 
-of this he gave a number of examples, 
such as the putting into power of a Pro- 
testant premier ia the person of Sir 
Henri Joly de Lotbiniere, the change 
which inaugurated the Mercier regime 
and the change which came again in 
1891. He instanced also the election 
of Mr. Fauvel, a French Protestant, 
by the Catholic county of Bonaventure 
and the return of Sir Henri Joly de 
Lotbiniere for Portneufin spite of the 
desperate appeal made against him. 
And lastly he mentioned his own case 
where he, an Irish Canadian, was re- 
turned for a county where the popula- 
tion consisted of 90 per cent. of French- 
Canadians. He contended that nation- 
ality and religion played a small part 
in the elections in Quebec. He in- 
vited them to come down and see the 
people of Quebec in their own homes, 
and there was not a man in the House 
of Commons who would not feel for 
them that affection which they who 
live among them feel for them. He 
trusted they were now done with all 
this talk about nationality and religion. 
This was a country in which place and 
preferment were open to all. He 
thoughé ita flattering thing that Mr. 
Laurier had secured a majority where 
he lived from the people who knew 
him so well.

He should, however, be an inde- 
pendent, as he was not elected by his 
party’s vote, but by that of the returning 
officer, and is therefore under obligations to 
no one excspt that gentleman, and as the 
returning officer is supposed to be neutral, 
his member, Mr. Davin, shonld be neutral 
also.—Prince Albert Advocate. 


An Ottawa dispatch of Sept. 5th says: 
Premier Laurier was asked to-day what he 
had to say about the Mail’s story that he 
had sent «n emissary to Rome regarding the 
ss scheol question. ‘‘It is one of 
the Mail’s usual canards,” said the premier, 
‘fand there is not a word of truth in it.” 
This straight contradiction is scarcely 
necessary to the Mail’s story, which was 
concocted to draw attention from Arch- 
bishop Langevin’s doings at Rome in the 
interests of Tupper and the Ultramontanes 
ef Quebec. 


Mr. Craig, M. P., is not satisfied with the 
regulations that the interna] economy com- 
mittee of the house of eommons adopted in 
abolishing the bar in the basement. He has 
a motion on the order paper for the prohibi- 
tion of the sale of liquors within the pre- 
cincts™of the honse, and states that the 
action taken changes the situation very 
little, therefore he will bring his motion on 
at the earliest possible date and will press 
it regarding the abolition of the bar on the 
senate side, Which is being sought after by 
Senator Vidal.

JMPROVING THE BALLOT. 


Montreal Star: An effert is being. 
made at Ottawa to learn exactly to. 
what extent and for what reasons the 
new ballot wasa failure at the last 
elections. To this énd, the clerk of the 
crown in chancery is sending circulars 
to the returning offices throtghout the ; 
country inviting them to contribute 
theit experiences and opinions touching 
the question toa proposed collection of 
ail possible information on the subject. 
There will be a general admission, it is 
probable, that a large number of the 

electiors did net know how to mark 
this new ballot; but it ought also to 
be borne in hited. that this was the first 
occasion upon which it was put in the 
hands of the voters. Many had, of 
ccarse, seenit described in the news- 
papers, and many would readily per- 
ceive how it ought to be marked if they 
saw it for the first time in the polling 
booth. But the blunders were not 
made by these classes. When they 
mismark a ballot, it is not a blunder, 
it is a part of a corrupt act. The law 
must be written, however, and the 
ballot made largely for the other class 
who are burdened with a_ stupidity to 
cuard against which our ingenuity has 
thus far been taxed in Vain. 

This class would undoubtedly do 
better at a second trial. They 
would know on another occasion what 
kind of a ballot to expect, and the 
knowledge may have reached many of 
them that they marked their ballots in 
the wrong place the last time, thus put- 
ting the lawyers and the judges and 
politicians to an immense amount 
of trouble. This is an argument in 
favor of the’ retention of substantially 
the same form of ballot; though, as 
we have pointed out before, the present 
ballot would be vastly improved” were 

ull black, save only the candidates’ 
names and the circular spaces opposite 
them. This would make a ballot on 
practically the same principle as the 
one now in use, so that the voter would 
cet the fuil advantage of his previous 
experience in ballot marking; and it 
would at the same time provide one 
which the most callow novice as well as 
the man who wanted to prove that he 
had delivered a purchased vote, would 
| it very diffeult to mark in the 
ng place. Having provided such a 
ballot, the Jaw ought to made ab- 
lutely clear, to the effect that all 
ballots not marked in the circular space 
) a cross must be rejected. 

The London Times wants the coun- 
ter foil and the initialling by the de- 
puty returning officers done away with,

lered. . . . It may be fearlessly 
ted,” it says, “that a ballot paper 
prepared and printed in the govern- 
nt printing office at Ottawa would 
ider the forgery of black ballot papers 
a possible, obviate the necessity of the 
obj ctionable and useless ‘counterfoil,’ 
= secure uniformity in size of the 
ballots to be used at any general elec- 
This change would be very 
costly, and of little help to the voter. 
It i doubtful if the counterfoil ‘‘rattles” 
nyone, If it is intended only to provide 
gainst blundering or criminal ‘deputy 
turning officers by this change it will 
be of doubtful effect. It ought to be 
possible to choose at least une man in 
a polling district who would know how 
to conduct so simple a business as the 
initialing and depositing of the present 
ballot; while if the deputy means to 
commit fraud, he will tind a way to 
have his will with any ballot. For 
instance, hé could stuff the ballot box 
well tnen as now. Then a. forgery 
would not be an impossibility. <A 
imple ballot and responsible retuining 
ficers will do as much for us as can 
well be done.
